by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament Preamble: 

holden in the third and fourth years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the Regulation of Municipal 
Corporations in Ireland,” it was enacted, that the boundaries of the 
_ several boroughs, named in Schedule (A.) to that Act annexed, should, 
for the purposes of that Act, be taken to be according to the description 
of such boundaries set forth in Schedule (C.) to that Act annexed ; and 
by another Act passed in the same Session of Parliament, intituled, 

“An Act to annex certain Parts of certain Counties of Cities to 3 w Vict. 
10 adjoining Counties, to make further Provision for Compensation of c ' 
Officers in Boroughs, to limit the Borough Rate, and to continue for 
a limited Time an Act to restrain the Alienation of Corporate Property 
in Ireland,” it was enacted, that for the purposes of the said first-recited 
Act, and of that Act, all places locally situate or included within the 
15 boundaries of any of the boroughs of Cork, Dublin, Kilkenny, 
Limerick, Waterford and Drogheda, as defined under the said first- 
recited Act, should from and after the time when the said Act secondly 
above mentioned should come into operation, be deemed and taken to 
be part or parts of the county of the city or county of the town of such

Council of any borough, being one of such last-mentioned counties of 
cities or counties of towns, to make an order that any part of such 
borough not being within the provisions of any such local Act, shall 
from and after a certain day to be named in such order, be taken to 5 
be within the provisions of such local Act or Acts for lighting, paving, 
cleansing and improving such borough as the Council shall specify in 
such order ; and after such day the part named in such order shall 
be within the provisions of the Act or Acts so specified, as fully as if 
such part had been originally named in such Act or Acts, any thinc» 10 
in such Act or Acts contained to the contrary notwithstanding : Pro- 
vided always, That the additional rates to be raised off such county 
of a city or county of a town, for the purpose of defraying the 
expenses of lighting any part so named in such order, may be in pro- 
portion to, but shall not exceed, the average expense per lamp, of 1 5 
lighting the other parts of such county of a city or county of a town ; 
and in case the rate chargeable on the other parts of such county of a 
city or county of a town, for paving, cleansing and improving the 
same, shall be determined by the number of square yards of highway 
within such parts, then the additional rate to be raised off such county 20 
of a city or county of a town for such purposes shall not exceed the 
same rate per square yard, according to the number of square yards 
of highway, within the said part of such county of a city or county of 
a town named in such order. 



AND whereas by an Act passed in the sixth and seventh years of 25 
the reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled, 

“ An Act to consolidate and amend the Laws relating to the Pre- 
sentment of Public Money in Ireland,” the Lord Lieutenant in Ireland 
is from time to time to appoint One or more Surveyor or Surveyors to 
act, at the salaries therein provided for each of such counties of cities 30 
and counties of towns : And whereas by reason of the reduced limits 
of some of such counties of cities and counties of towns, and the pro- 
visions made for the paving, repairing and improving the streets and 
public ways within the same under local Acts, the appointment of a 
Surveyor under the said Act, passed in the sixth and seventh years of 35 
the reign of his said late Majesty King William the Fourth, is no 
longer required in respect thereto ; BE it Enacted, That the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland shall not henceforward be required to appoint a 
Surveyor for any such county of a city or county of a town. 

AND w hereas by reason of the difficulties existing in the collection 40 
of Grand Jury Cess, divers arrears have accumulated in some of such 
counties of cities and counties of towns in Ireland : And whereas 
the Grand Juries of such counties of cities and counties of towns have 

not 
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not the power to levy by instalments the sums still remaining due to 
contractors and other persons, and it is advisable that they should 
have power to provide for the levy thereof by instalments, with 
interest thereon: And whereas by the said Act passed in the last 
5 Session of Parliament, certain enactments were made for enabling 
Grand Juries of such counties of cities and counties of towns to 
provide for the levy of such arrears in manner therein specified, 
but the said enactments have been insufficient for such purpose; 
BE it therefore Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and for 
10 the Grand Jury of any such county of a city or county of a town at 
the Summer Assizes of the present year, and they are hereby required 
to present to be raised off such county of a city or county of a town 
such sum as the arrears of Grand Jury Cess and other money for 
which the Treasurer of such county of a city or county of a town has 
15 issued his warrant or warrants shall then amount unto, and which 
shall remain due and uncollected, by reason of the difficulties existing 
in the assessment, applotment and levy of Grand J ury Cess as herein- 
before mentioned ; and such sum and sums shall be presented to be 
raised by Twenty equal Half-yearly instalments, with interest there - 
20 upon, at a rate not exceeding Five Pounds per centum per annum, in 
manner following ; (that is to say) the first of the said instalments to 
be equal to One-twentieth part of the sum to be so presented, and 
One-half year’s interest on the whole thereof, and the other instal- 
ments to be respectively equal to One-twentieth part of the sum so 
25 to be presented, and One-half year’s interest on the balance of the 
sum presented then unpaid, the said instalments to be levied off such 
county of a city or county of a town after the Spring Assizes of the 
present year, and the several succeeding Assizes respectively, until 
the whole shall be levied and collected ; and the Treasurer of such 
30 county of a city or county of a town shall and he is hereby required, 
without further presentment or authority in that behalf, to insert in 
his warrant or warrants, to be from time to time issued for the levying 
of public money off such county of a city or county of a town, the 
amount of the respective instalments of such residue of the said 
35 arrear hereby directed to be raised, with interest as aforesaid, as the 
same shall be leviable, in addition to the other monies to be levied 
after each Assizes.

And be it Enacted, That if any warrant shall have been heretofore 
issued for raising and levying any sum or sums of money, the levy 
40 whereof by instalment as aforesaid shall be provided for by present- 
ment under this Act, it shall not be lawful to make any further levy 
under such warrant; and any person who shall have paid any sum 
of money under any levy by virtue of such warrant shall have credit 
262. a 3 for 
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for the same in any levy of Grand Jury Cess to which he may be 
liable.

Security to And be it Enacted, That if any person shall agree with the Trea- 
ing to advance surer or such county ot a city or county of a town to lend or advance 
Treasurer. amount of the said instalments of such arrear, or of any of them, 5 

for the use of such county of a city or county of a town, and shall 
pay the same into the Bank with which the said Treasurer shall have 
his public account as such Treasurer, it shall be lawful for the said 
Treasurer to give him a draft upon the said Bank for the amount 
of each instalment which he shall so advance, and which draft shall 10 
be countersigned by the Clerk of the Crown of such county of a 
city or county of a town, and shall be made payable to the payee, 
or his order, at the time at which such instalment ought to be paid 
over to the said Treasurer ; and the person so advancing the amount 
of any such instalment, or the person entitled to receive the same, 1 5 
shall be paid by the said Treasurer the interest to become due 
thereon as the same shall be received by such Treasurer until the sum 
so advanced shall be paid off and discharged ; and the sums hereby 
directed to be raised in respect of said arrear of public rates shall 
be paid and applied by the said Treasurer, in satisfaction of the 20 
several demands to which the rates so in arrear ought to have been 
applied, in case the same had been collected under his former 
warrants.
